FIRE RAGING IN 


FOX BUILDING 


Armstrong Millinery Stock Total 


Loss and Soliday, Hite Stock 


Practically Ruined. 


GREAT 


For Hours the Firemen Battle to Get the Blaze 


Under Control—Flames Started in the Arm- 


f 


strong Basement from Burning Trash—- 


Basement Was Filled With Highly 


Inflammable Material* 


Fire that started shortly before 1 


o'clock this afternoon- in the base- 
meat of the Armstrong & Co. whole- 
sale millinery store, northeast corner 
of Oalhoun and Washington streets, 
caused a loss that will closely ap- 
proximate $175,000. As The Senti- 
nel gose to press the firemen are still 
battling with the conflagration, with 
good prospects of confining it to the 
building of its origin. 


The Armstrong company will lose 


$75,000, the total 
value of their 


stock* 


Soliday, ^ite & Co., furniture deal- 


ers, will lose $30,000. 


Cteorge Jacobs, musical dealer, will 


lo» probably $1,000. 


\Louis Fox, owner of the building, 


will lose probably $25,000 to $50,- 
000, according as the flames may be 
confined to the lower floors,. 


The nre is one of the most obsti- 


nate the department has had to deal 
with for a long time. 


At a little after 3 o'clock the nre- 


'men succeeded in forcing the fire to 
ft limited space in the Soliday-Hito 
basement, and fifteen minutes later 
Chief Hilbrecht for the first time 
breathed easy and said that the fire 
was absolutely under control. 


Tbe fire started in the burning o£ 


trash in the cellar of the Armstrong 
company. 
The company accumu- 


lated a great quantity of inflammable 
material, which is 
destroyed by 


mtans of a special device for burning 
trash." William Glover, one of tho 
packers employed by the company, 
wa* disposing of a large quantity of 
boxes, waste paper and other such 
ntfcterifclj when the part that had 
been put into the 'burner arid had 
caught fire communicated flames to 
th* large heap that had not yet been 
P\rt in. Glower tried to stamp out the 
blaze with his feet and shouted for 
h*lp, Several clerks about the build- 
ia£ rushed to lus aid, but the fire hid 
gained such a start that it was be- 
yond WA'frol.

taken a brisk hold of the wooden1 
floors and the building was filling 
with smoke, not only under the Arm- 
strong part of the block on tfhe cor- 
ner, but also under the stores of 
^Jacobs and of Soliday, Hite & Co. 


THE SMOKE WAS DENSE. 


The smoke was dense, requiring 


the firemen to light torches in order 
to see their way about'or to know 
wfcere to attack the heated timbers. 
In fifteen minutes the building was 
pouring out sfttxo-ke from every win 
dow and it looked as if the Are bad 
passfed b^yoitd control. 
Chief 


brcdbt toad sent in the second alarm, 
bringing every nre company in the 
city to the scene. It was apparent 
from th* first that whatever the loss 
by flames, there would be a heavy 
damage from smoke. 
Mr. Jacob 


succeeded in removing his pianos and 
jnor* valuable goods that could be 
reached. 
The weather was fortun 


ately mild and the wind low, so th* 
th«re -was little danger of the fire 
spreading to other buildings. Owing 
to th* smoke tfce firemen labored 
under great difficulty and several ha 
to seek the open air hurriedly in order 
to e*C*pe suffocation. 


The firemen could do nothing more 


«ha* if Jut th* smoldering- timbers

LOSS IS TOTAL. 


This is the busy season for the mil- 


linery company and the store was 
filled wtlx a large new stock* 
firm estimates the loss total, at 
000, with insurance in the Schroeder 
& Wilson agency of $40,000; with 
the Lombard agency, $10,000, arid 
with tfeireiter & Gumpper, $5,000. 
The household furniture of James S. 
Armstrong, who^is in the west for the 
winter, was stored in the building 
and is probably badly damaged, if 
not wholly destroyed. It was insured 
or $3,000, with Schroeder & Witean. 
George W. Soliday was seen and' 


asked for a statement. He said the 


on the stock of Soliday, Hite & 


Co. was probably $30,000, with in* 
urance of about $20,000. He could 
not remember the companies, being 
scattered among a number of agents 
n the city. He said that spring 
business had just started up and the 
tore was full of new furniture. 
Motz & Son earned $£,000 of this 
firm's insurance. 


George Jacobs, proprietor of the 


music store, said he 'had $3,000 in- 
sur&mce, but he could make uo esti- 
mate of the loss. He succeeded in re- 
moving1 fifteen pianos, but several old 
ones on the second floor were in dan- 
ger. 
Motz & Son carried $1,000 of 


his insurance.

EXTENSION LADDER USED. 
At S o'clock the extension ladder 


was run up on Oalhoun street, but 
only for readiness' sake, should the 
flames succeed in breaking through 
the lower floor. It was not needed 
for the time being. The large crowd 
which had gathered watched one of 
the firemen ,at the top of the aerial 
ladder as it was raided to its high 
position. He was not in danger to 
one accustomed to such heights, but 
it caused many to foold their breaths 
in fear that the 'brave fire fighter 
would either fall or be smothered by 
the dense black smoke that filled 
air of the street. At times the smoke 
caused many on the other side of tho 
street to rush for better air. 
The 


Armstrong clerical force 
suffered 


severely while carrying out the office 
furniture, their eyes and lungs being 
filled to a painful extent. 
It was 


notable that while the origin of tfhe 
fire was toward the south end of the 
building, the smoke was thickest 
under the furniture store, where the 
fire fed on some dry -boxes, excelsior 
and other waste material found in 
such buildings. 


A photographer doing business

THE BTTILSINCK 


The building is the four story 


brick block situated at the northeast 
corner of Oalhoun and Washington 
streets and has a frontage of 105 
feet on Calhoun street and a depth 
on tire Washington street side of 8( 
feet. It was erected in 18S3 by tfe 
late William Fleming and by him

HOW THE PIABEES SPREAD. 
As stated, the fire started in a 


trash burner in the Armstrong cellar, 
Kit under the Jacobs' store room, 
nd notwithstanding the supposed 
fireproof division walls, spread in 
some way not yet accounted for to 
he 
Soliday->Hite basement. This 


basement ,was used as a storage room 
,nd was solidly packed with furni- 
ure of all kinds and carpets and 
inoleum. When the fire reached 
here the smoke was something ter- 
ific. For an hour and a half from 
he time the alarm was sent not a 
ign of fire could be seen, but dense 
volumes of smoke poured from every 
window, from the ceMar grates and 
rom the elevator shafts. 
So blind- 


ng, dense and absolutely suffocating 
was the smoke that several firemen 
were nearly overcome and none could 
emain long at their posts without 
being relieved. At about 2:40 the 
fire had made its way to the elevator 
hafts, where the first signs of flame 
fere seen. 
Chief Hilbrecht promptly sent a

ier and the elevator danger was soon 
ubjugated, but the smoke fiend still 
held undisputed possession of the

IN THE SENATE, 


Washington, March 19.—Soon after 


the senate convened today a house 
bill for the relief of F. E. Coyne, post- 
master of Chicago, was favorably re- 
ported by Mr. Mason, chairman of 
:he committee on postofflces and post- 
roads, and passed. 
The purpose of 


the measure is to relieve Postmaster 
Coyne from the loss of $74,610, the 
value of stamps stolen by burglars on 
October 19, 1901.

dent. Mr. Spooner, of Wisconsin, ad- 
dresied the senate in. support of the 
measure, dealing especially with th3 
legal and constitutional questions in- 
volved.

New York, March 19.—No estimate 


could be made today of the loss of life 
in the fire that started last night on 
the* Phoenix line pier in Hoboken, 
and it was thought the number ot 
dead would never be known. Patrick 
Hussey, a 'longshoreman, who was 
burned while trying to escape from 
the Phoenix pier, died today from tho 
effects of his injuries. 


Besides Hussey, four 'longshore- 


men were taken to St. Mary's hos- 
pital and are now under treatment 
there. 
All weie more or less burned. 


Some of the 'longshoremen who eaved 
themselves by swimming ashore say 
they saw twenty or thirty men leap 
into the river. 


The fire started at 8:34 o'clock near 


the end of the Phoenix pier, nearest 
the North liver, among cotton bales. 
The flames tan in all directions until 
the whole structure, a wooden one 
surmounted by a frame shed, was 
enveloped. 


SHIP QUICKLY DESTROYED. 
The steamer British Queen, owne3 


by the Phoenix people, was tied up 
to the south end of the pier and the 
flames quickly leaped to her upper 
decks. 
Thees decks wore covered 


with cattle pens, which, being built 
of light timber, were the means of 
at once spreading the flre over the 
steamer. 
There was no chance to 


cut her loose from her berth until 
about 11 o'clock, when tugs laid liold 
of her and got her into midstream. 


Her crew had a narrow escape. 


Captain Pattison was not aboard. He 
bad become ill yesterday and gone to 
a hospital. 


MAtfY MAY HAVE DBOWNED, 
Although some of those 
who 


jumped into the water were picked 
up by tugs, it is feared that a num- 
ber sank before they ocwld be reached 
by the rescuers. Many of the 'long- 
shoremen are single men and have no 
relatives who could report them in 
the event of their being missing or 
having perished in the nre. The po- 
lice say that no one except Engineer 
Scott lias been reported to them as 
missing. 
The British Queen has 


beea beached off Coniumnipaw, in the 
upper 'bay, and search will be made 
as soon as possible for the body of 
the missing engineer. Hussey, the 


who died today, was 


40 years old. He leaves a large fam- 
ily. Superintendent Mason, of the 
Phoenix line, said today that it would 
be impossible to definitely state the 
loss by the fire in less than 
weeks. He was asked if he thought 
$1,250,000 would cover it and he re- 
plied tiiat he did not think it would. 
The British Queen was worth $800,- 
000 and there was a great quantity 
of valuable merchandise on that ves- 
sel, on the pier and on lighters that 
were destroyed. This included cot- 
ton, hides, oils, grains and a quantity 
of harvest machinery. 


HUMOR OF 


was a rumor today that the 


fire was of incendiary origin, but Mr. 
Mason said he wa» positive there was 
no truth in it. 
He said he thought 


the blaze started in a quantity of 
Belgian wicker baskets on the Phoe- 
nix pier and this opinion was con- 
firmed by Charles Christianam, 


at work on the lighter Castleton, 
:h was lying forward off tho 


dock. Chri&tianson said the flames 
seemed to burst forth from a Ipile of 
wjfcker baskets that had been un- 
loaded from the British Queen on 
Monday. He said the Ure dpread in 
an incredibly short time over the 
outer 'end of the pier. The British 
Queen was soon ablaze and the men 
on board had to leap into the water to 
save their lives. The'lines by wthioh 
the vewel was m*or*d to the pier 
were burned *way and it was then 
feared that «he might float against 
some of the docks lower down the 
river and set them afire. In spite of 
the intense heat given out bjr the 
burning steamer, a tug ran in under 
her stern and made a line fast to her 
rudder.

A SOLDIER HAD RICH LOOT 


ALMOST 
PRICELESS 
TABLETS 


TAKEN IK CHINA. 


Were of Ancient Origin and Bore 


Historical 
Inscriptions—May 


Be Returned. 


San Francisco, March 19.—Ten jade 
tablets on vhicli, almost 200 years 
ago, the hand of a Chinese workman 
engraved, by order of his imperial 
master, an acknowledgement of the 
wisdom, power and goodness of Shun 


Che, 
the 
founder of the tartar 


dynasty in China, are locked in the 
safe of the customs appraiser, John 
T. Dare, awaiting authority i{rom 
Washington to return them to the 
emperor of China or his representa- 
tives. The stones are one foot in 
length, six inches iwide aud nearly 
an inch thick. Through holes drill* 
ed across their width cords are pass- 
ed to hold them together and when 
taken by the customs inspector from 
a private soldier returning from ser- 
vice in China they were wrapped in 
elaborately embroidered yellow silk. 
It is believed that they were taken, 
as loot from 
the imperial 
apart- 


ments in the Forbidden City, ^cog- 
nizing their value to the Chinese 
ruler as a descendant of the emperor 
whose deeds they <commemorate, 
the customs authorities 'have notified 
the secretary of the treasury and 
await notification as to the arrange- 
ments he may have made with the 
department of state for the return of 
the tablets.

decks. 
Thees decks were covered 


with cattle pens, ivhioh, being built 
of light timber, were the means of 
at once spreading the fire over the 
steamer. 
There was no chance to 


cut her loose from her berth until 
about 11 o'clock, when tugs laid hold 
of her and got her into midstream. 


Her crew had a narrow escape,

died at 8:50 o'clock 
this morning 


from morphine poisoning, the dead- 
ly dose having been taken, Coroner 
Barnett says, with suicidal intent. 
Mrs. Cohagen has mitde two previous 
attempts to take her life in the same 
manner, according to testimony tak- 
en by the coroner this morning, 


Tuesday evening, shortly before 11 


o'clock, Mr. Cohagen noticed his wife 
empty 
a powder into a spoon and 


swallow it, hut .thinking that she 
was taking medicine, he paid no at- 
tention to it. Mrs. Cohagen became 
unconscious about midnight and hei 
husband made several attempts to 
arouse her, 
but -was unsuccessful. 


Becoming 
alarmed, he called in a 


neighbor and summoned Dr. X. T. 
Sturgis. 


The physician arrived shortly aft- 


er 2 o'clock, but at that time he rec- 
ognized that her condition waa such 
that there was no hope, but he ad- 
ministered powerful stimulants and 
worked with the -woman for more 
than an hour. 
She never regained 


consciousness, however, and passed 
away shortly before 9 o'clock. 


Mrs. Cohagen had been despond- 


ent for some time, and the death of 
her daughter, Mrs. Bessie Keyset', 
last week, preyed on -her mind and it 
is helleved that her rash act was the 
result of brooding over her hereave- 
ment. 
Coroner Barnett viewed the 


remains and after taking the testi- 
mony of the attending physician, 
Dr. I: T. StUTgis, Dr. A. J. Xessler, 
who was called in shortly before the 
woman died, and of neighbors -who 
were called in, decided that in in- 
quest was not necessa'ry. His find- 
ing .was that the woman died from 
morphine taken with suicidal intent. 


Mrs. Cohagen -was 51 years old and 


has no relatives in -the city besides 
her husband. 
She was bom in 


Znnesville, 0., and was twice mar- 
ried. ' No funeral arrangements have 
yet been made.

SAYS WAR, AS WAR, IS OVER 


PEACE PRACTICALLY FIXED 


BEFORE HE LEFT. 


NATIVE OFFICERS ARE CRUEL 


THINKS ARMY IN ISLANDS MAY 


BE REDUCED. 


Washington, 
March 
18.—Major 


General Otis again appeared before 
the senate committee on. Philippines 
today. .When he left the Philippines 


/ in May, 1900, General Otis sain that 


the army had dispersed all of Agnin- 
-flldo's array, quiet -prevailed during 
the months of May and June and 
.hardly a shot was fired. It was safe 
to go to all parts of Luzon and other 
islands and a very large trade had 
been established. A civil 
govern- 


ment had been set up, -also the su- 
preme court an'd courts of first in- 
stance in seven of the nineteen pro- 
vinces of Luzon. 


General Otis, answering a question 


by Senator Culbersan, said he never 
trusted native officers, because they 
were too cruel to their men. He said 
he could; trust thefir loyalty, but they 
treated their captives with too much 
cruelty. "They were as bad as the 
insurgents," said he. 


When lie -left the Philippines, he 


said, "the war as war" ha'd ceased. 


" "Answering a query by Senator Hale, 


General Otis said 'he saw n'o difficulty 
in withdrawing a material number of 
troops from the islands. The native 
forces lie declared to be very neces- 
sary, and 'he said there was no peace 
in Manila until the native police was 
organized. 
General Otis said that 


when, lie left -Manila he apprehended 
further trouble because there was a 
•certain element -which, dominated the 
ignorant classes. The great major- 
ity, 
however, 
wanted peace. '' No 


•arme'd bantis of any importance, he 
said, were opposed. io...the-TlittUd. 
States at that time. • 


Asked by Senator Hale where the 


supplies, money, arms, etc., of the 
insurgents came -from, 'General Otis 
said .they received 2,500 rifles from 
Admiral Dewey an'd they also re- 
ceived from Hongkong certain arms, 
shipped' aboard an 'American vessel, 
which, landed" at £atan'gas. 
They 


ha'd Teeeived some aims from Japan 
and ha'd' captured .some from the 
Spaniards at 'small garrisons which 
they attacked. He .said that 
the 


merchants gave Hum more trouble 
than the insurgents themselves. 


The troops of the tTnrted States, he 


said^, had treated the Filipinos with 
the greatest kindness. Every state- 
ment of harsh treatment he heard of 
had been investigated. In. fact, said 
he, "we were 
laughed1 at by the 


Spaniards and the (European army 
officers for tlie humanity we exer- 
cised." 


As to the capacity of the Filipinos 


for self-government, 
he said that 


Aguinaldo's former secretary of state 
had <told' him that it would take one 
hundred years: to accomplish this. 
General Otis considered that the Fili- 
pinos were not capable'of self-gov-. 
emment. The Filipinos, he said, 
understand that they must have pro- 
tection, because without it other na- 
tions .would divide up the islands, 
but they were desirous of making 
the best possible -terms with the 
TJnite'd! Stftes. 
Their idea was to 


have control of the internal affairs 
of the islands, but protection: outside. 


The dual occupancy of 
Manila, 


General Otis said, he considered dan- 
gerous. He based his whole action, 
he. said, on the protocol, as he un- 
derstood it. 


•At 12 o'clock the committee

journed until tomorrow.

NO ANTEMOBTEW RELIGION—CHRISTIANITY AS IMPORT- 


ANT IN THIS WORLD AS IN THE NEXT. 


Washington, March 16.—In this 


discourse Dr. Talmage advocates the 
idea that the Christian religion is as 
good for this world as the nsxt, and 
will help us to do anything- that 
oug'ht'to be done :xt all. I. Timothy 
iv., £: "Godliness is profitable unto 
n3I things, having promise of tijc 
life th.it now is, and of that which 
is to come.'' 


There is a gloomy and passive way 


of waiting- for events to come upon 
us, fiiul 
there is a heroic way of 


gbing^ out to mefit them, strong ii' 
God and fearing not'hing*. When the 
body of O.itiliiie was found on the 
battle field it was found far in ad- 
vance of all his troops and among 
the enemy; and the best way is noi 
for us to lie down and let the «vents 
of life trample over MIS, but to go 
forth in a Christian spirit 
deter- 


mined to conquer. You are expect- 
ing- prosperity, and I am determined, 
BO far <as I "have anything- to do with 
it, that you s'hall not be disappoint- 
ed, and, therefore, I propose, as God 
may help me, to project upon your i\t~ 
teutioii a new element of 
succe=s. 


You 3iave in the business firm fru- 
gality, patience, industry, persever- 
ance, economy—a very strong busi- 
ness firm; -hut there needs to be one 
member, -added, migihtier than th«a 
all, and not a silent partner either— 
the one 
introduced 
hy my 
text; 


"Godliness, which is profitable unto 
all things, having the 
promise of 


the life {hat now is, as well as of that 
.-which, is to come." 


I suppose you are all willing to 


admit tfi'at • godliness is 
important 


in its eternal relations; but perhaps 
some of you say: 
"All I want is an 


opportunity- to say a prayer h-:forc 
I die* an'd iall will be well." There 
are'a-grist: many-people who suppose 
thaf if :tliey^W finally gel Safely 
out of;tliisr-world into a better world, 
they '\rtll;li'ave exhausted the entire 
aitvaiitage of our holy religion. They 
talk 'ac th'ougli. religion were a mere 
nod 6f recogiiition"which w« ar.> to 
give to t1ie;:Lord-Jesus on our way 
up to-'ft -heavenly mansion; as thougth

•have -always noticed that when grace 
is very low in a man's heart lie talks 
n; great 'deal in prayer meetings 
about deaths, nud about coffins, and 
about grave3,and about church, yards. 
I have noticed that tlie healthy 
Christian, the man who is living near 
to God, and is on the straight road 
to heaven, is full of jubilant satis- 
faction, and. talks about the duties 
oi this life, understanding well that 
if God "helps hiic to live right he 
will ihelp him to die right. 


ITcw/'in the first place, I ramark 


i'hat godliness is good for a man's 
physical health. 
I do not mean to 


sjiy that It will restore a broken- 
down constitution, or drive rheuma-1 
tism from the limbs, or neuralgia 
front the templfis, or pleurisy fi'oni 
the side; "but I do mean to say that it 
gives one such habits and puts cne 
in such condition as is most favora- 
ble for physidal health. That I be- 
lieve, arid tli'at I avow. Evesybody 
knows that buoyancy of spirit is 
jjood physical 'advantage. 
Gloom, 


unrest, dejection are at war 
with 


every pulsation 
of the -heart, aird 


with eve^y respiration of the lungs. 


;Tliey lo.w.er the vitality, and slacken 
tile/circulation, while exhilaration.of 
spirit pours the very balm of heaven 
fhroug'ii 'all the currents of life. The 
sense of insecurity which sometimes 
hovers over an unregenerate man, or 
pounces upon lum with the blast of 
10,COO trumpets of terror, is most 
depleting and most exHiausting1, while 
the feeling- that all things are work- 
ing- together for -our good now, and 
for 'our everlasting welfare, is con- 
ducive to physical liealth. 


You will observe that godliness in- 


duces industry, Which is the founda- 
tion of good health. There is no law 
of hygiene that will keep a la?.y 
well. 
Pleurisy will stab him, ery- 


sipelas will burn him, jaundice will 
discolor him, gout will cripple him, 
and the intelligent physician 
will 


not prescribe antiseptic, or febrifuge, 
or anodyne, but saws iand hammers 
nnd yardsticks 'and " crowbars 
and 


pickaxes.' There is'no such thing 
IRS 'good physical condition withbut 
positive work of some kind, al'lioug'h 
you Eftumlcl sfiefip on, down of swan, 
or tide tfn' carriage o£ softest Tip 


hclstery, or have-en your table nil 
the luxuries that were poured from 
the wine-vats of Ispahan ar.d Shiva?., 
Our religion says: 
-Away 10 the 


bank! -away to the field: nway TO the 
£'hcp! away to the factory! do some- 
thing that will enlist all the ener- 
gies of your body, mind and =oul." 
"Diligent in bxisiness, 
feivei:t

spirit, serving the Lord"; while upon 
the tare back cf the idler ai.d the 
drone comes down the sharp lasli cf 
the apcslle as he says: '-If any man 
will not work, neither shall he -cat." 


Oh, how important iu this 
day, 


when so much is sitid about anaiomy 
and physiology and 
thereupeuUcs, 


same new style of medicine is 


ever p.iid anon springing1 upon the 
world, that you should understand 
that the highest school of mtrticiuc 
is the school of Christ, which declares 
that -Godliness is profitable initc nil 
things, having4 the promise of the life 
that now is, as well as of that which 
is to come.'" So, if you start out two 


jn. in the world with equal physi- 


cal strength, "and then one of them 


ll get the religion of Christ in his 


heart and the other shall not.' g*t it, 
the one wfho becomes a son of the 
Lord Almighty will live the longer. 


With long1 life will I satisfy him, 


tund show him my salvation." 


Again, I remark that godliness is 


good for the intellect. I know some 
have supposed that just as soon as a 
man enters into tlie Christian life his 
ntellect goes into a bedwarfing pro- 
ce'ss. So far from that, religion will 
give new brilliancy to the intellect, 
new strength 
to 'the imagination, 


new force to the 
will, 
and wider, 


swing1 to all the intellectual 
facul- 


ties., Christianity is the gxeat cen- 
tral fire at which-philosophy h'as 
lighted its brightest torch. The re- 
ligion of Christ is the fountain out 
of whi'ch learning has dipped 
its 


clearest draught. The Helicon poured 
forth no such inspiring waters as 
those which flow from under the 
throne of God, as clear as crystal. 
Religion, has given new energy to 
poesy, weeping- 
in • 'Dr. 
Young's 


:Night Thoughts," .teaching in Cow- 
per's "Task," flaming in. 'Gharle's 
Wesley's hymns, and irush'ing with 
archangelic splendor 
through Mil- 


ton's '-'Paradise Lost.'' The religion 
of Christ has hung in stu'dao, 'and iu 
•gallery of .ait, and in" Vatican 
the 


best 
pictures—Titian's "Assump- 


tion," Raphael's "Transfiguration," 
Hubeiis' "Descent from the Cross," 
Claude's "Burning* Bush" and'Aii1- 
gelo's "Last Judgment." 
Seligiou 


has iua'de the best music of the world 
-Haydn's 
"Creation," 
Handel's 


'Messiah," Mozart's '".Requiem." 'Is 
it possible that 'a religion 
which 


builds such 
indestructible 
monu- 


ments, 'and -Whi'ch lifts its ensign .on 
the highest promontories* of worldly 
power, can have any effect upon "a 
man's intellect but elevation? 


Now, I commend godliness as the 


best mental discipline—better than 
belles lettres to purify the.taste; bet- 
ter than mathematics to harness the 
mind to all intricacy and: elabora- 
tion; better than logic to marshal the 
intellectual forces for onset and -vic- 
tory. It -will go witty 'Hugh Miller, 
and show him the footprints of the 
Creator in. the red sandstone. 
It 


•will go with the botanist"*" and show 
him celestial glories encamped under 
the curtain of -a. water lily. It will 
go with the astronomer on the great 
heights -where God 
shepherds the 


great flock of worlds that wander -on 
the hills of heaven, answering his 
voice as He calls them all by their 
names. 


Again I -remark that godliness is 


profitable for one's disposition. Lord 
Ashley, before he -went into a great 
battle, was heard to offer this pray- 
er: "0 Lord, I shall be veiy busy to- 
day; if I forget Thee, forget me not." 
With such a Christian.' disposition as 
that a .man is independent of all cir- 
cumstances. Our piety will have a 
tinge of our natural temperament. 
If a man be cross and' sour 'and fret- 
ful naturally, after he. becomes 
Christian he will'"always have to be 
armed against the rebellion of those 
evil inclinations; but religion has 
tamed the wildest natures; it has 
turned 
fretfuluess 
into gratitude, 


despondency into good cheer and 
those who were hard and ungovern- 
able and uncompromising have been 
made pliable and conciliatory. Good 
resolution, reformatory 
effort will 


not; effect 
the change. It takes a 


mightier arm and a mightier hand 
to bend evil habits than the hand 
that bent the bow of Ulysses, and it 
takes a stronger lasso than ever held 
the buffalo on the prairie. 


A man can not go 'forth* with any 


human weapon and contend success- 
fully against these Titans, armed 
with uptorn .mountains. 
But you 


have known men into whose spirit 
the influence of the Gospel of Christ 
came, until their disposition was en- 
tirely changed. So it was with -two 
merchants in "New York. They were 
very antagonistic. 
They had done 


all they could to injure each other. 
They, were.in' the same line of busi- 
ness, 
Oae of tha merchants 
j 


converted to God. Having- been con- 
verted, he asked the Lord to teach 
lim how to bear himself toward that 
justness antagonist, and he was im- 
pressed with the fact that it was his 
duty, when a customer asked for cer- 
:ain kinds of goods which he 
had 


not, 
but which he knew his opponent 


had, to recommend him to go to that 
store. I suppose that is about the 
hardest thing a man could do; hut 
being thoroughly converted to God, 
ae resolved to do that very thing; 
and being asked for a certain kind 
of goods which he had not, he said: 
"You go to such _and such a store and 
you will get it.'1 
After a while, 


merchant number two found these 
customers coming, so sent, and 
he 


found, also that merchant number 
one had been brought to God, and he 
sought the same religion. Wow they 
are good friends and good iie'ighbois 
—the grace of God entirely dunging- 
their dispositions. 


•Oh,'' says some one, -'I have 
a 


rough, jag-g-ed, 
impetuous nature, 


and religion Can't do anything- for 
me." 
Do you know that Martin Lu- 


ther and "Robert Newton and "Rich- 
ard Baxter had impetuous and all- 
consuming natures, yet the grace -of 
God turned them into the mightiest 
usefulness? 
A manufacturer cares 


but very little 
for a stream 
that 


slowly runs through 
the meadow, 


but values a. torrent that leaps from 
rock to rock and rushes with mad 
energy through the valley and out 
toward the sea. 
Along- that river 


you will find fluttering* shuttles and 
grinding mill .and flnshhig- water- 
wheel. 
And a nature the swiftest, 


the most nigged and the most tre- 
mendous that, is ;tlie mature God 
turns into greatest usefulness. Oh. 
how many that have been pugna- 
cious, and hard to please, and irasci- 
ble, and more 
bothered about the 


mote in their neighbor's eye than 
about the beam-like ship-timber in 
their own eye, who have been entire- 
ly changed "by the grace of God, and 
have found out that "Godliness is 
profitable for the life that wow is as 
well as for the life to come." 


Again I remark, .that religion is 


good for worldly business. I know 
the-general theory is, the more "busi- 


:s the less religion; the more re- 


ligion, 'the less 'business. 
Not 


thought "Dr. Hans, in his "Biography 
of a Christian iMereliauV when hi 
says: "He grew in -grace the last sis 
years of his life more-than -a^t any 
time iu his life; during those six 
yearns ihe had more business crowding 
him than: at any other time." 
other words, the more worldly-"busi- 
ness a man has, the more opportun- 
ity to serve God. Does religion ex- 
•hilarate or retard'worldly'business? 
is the practical question for you to 
discuss. Does it hang like a mort- 
gage over .the farm? Is it a 'bad debt 
on the ledger? Is it a lien agtiinst 
the estat-e? Does it crowd the door 
througih which customers come for 
broadcloths and silks? 


"Now, .religion will hinder 


business if it be a bad business, or if 
it "be a good business wrongly con- 
ducted. If you. tell lies behind the 
counter, if you use false weights ant! 
measures, if you put sand in sugar 
and "beet juice in vinefg-ar iin'i lartl 
in'buttar, and sell for one thing that 
which is another thing', d'hen. religion 
will interfere" with that business; 
but a lawful business, lawfully on- 
duoted, will find the religion, of the 
Lord Jesus Christ its mightiest aux- 
iliary/ 


Kelig-ion will give an equipoise o 


spirit. 
It 
will keep 
yo-j. 
from 


ebullitions of temper—and you know 
a g-reat many fine businesses haVe 
been blown to atoms "by bad temper 
it will keep you fromworrimentaiboul 
frequent loss; it will keep you in- 
dustrious and prompt; it will kepi 
you back from squandering and from 
dissipation; it will give you a kind- 
ness of spirit which will "b& ea?ily 
distinguished from that inera store 
courtesy which shakes 'hands vio- 
lently wlt5i you, asking about the 
health of your family, when there is 
no anxiety to know whether 
ymii 


child is well or sick! but tha anxiety 
is to know how many dozen cambric 
pocket handkerchiefs you will take 
iind pay cash down. It will prapnro 
you far the practical duties of every- 
day life. I do not mean to sr»y it-hat 
religion will make us financially 
rich, but I do say that it will give us 
it will assure us of, a comfortaible 
sustenance at the start, a comfortable- 
sustenance all the way through, an.l 
it will help us to direct the bank, 
manage the traffic, to conduct all oui 
business matters, nnd to make the 
most insignificant affair of our life a 
matter of vast importance, glorified 
by Christian pa-inciple. 


In New York city there was ii mer- 


chant, hard in his dealings wit'i his 
fellows, who had written over "his 
banking- house, or his counting- honsf> 
I'oom, "No compromise." Then, whey 
some merchant got in a crisis and 
went down—no fault of his, but 
P 


conjunction of evil circumstances 
and -all the other 'merchants wero 
willing to compromise; they waul;' 
take 75 cents on the dollar, or 50 
cents, or 20 cents—earning to this 
man last of all, he Slid: "No com- 
promise; I'll take 100 cents on tlu 
dollar, and I can afford 
to- wait.'

Additional squadrons 


of cavalry, light batteries of artillery and 
detachments of infantry were placed in the 
side streets. The crowds Increased in the 
main thoroughfares until noon, when 
cavalry officer in command of a srnad in 
front of the Hotel d'Europe 
bejfged 
the 


crowd there to disperse and go home. Tho 
demonstrators refused 
and 
the 
mounted 


troops began slowly clearing the streets. 


DOWN WITH AUTOCRACY. 


At 12:30 p. m. the students attempted to 


organize ft procession in front of tho hotel 
mentioned, singing revolutionary songs 
shouting "Free Russia," "Down with tlie 
autocracy." 


The police and cavalry then charged, but 


used only their Cossack whip and toe flat 
of their sabres. 
Many persona were hurt, 


but only a few were seriously injured. The 
fighting continued during the remainder 
the aftarnoon, breaking out in fresh places 
continually. 


One of the most severs fl?lits of the day 


was concluded only a few minutes before the 
czarina, in an open sleigh, passed ihe "spot 
where- it occurred. Carriages of ihe nobility 
and members of. the imperial household 
were several times mixed rin "in the melee. 
The authorities nrnde every effort to prevent 
bloodshed and in this they were remarkably 
successful, considering tho magnitude of the 
demonstration. 


The students of St. Petersburg on Sunday. 


March 17, 1901, organized what was intended 
to be an imposing demonstration in front 
of the cathedral of Our Lady of Kazan, thi 
occasion heinfr tho anniversary of the death 
of Vetrora, a £irl who committed suicide 
some years ago in a dungeon of the political 
prison in the fortress of SS. Peter and Paul, 
in order -to escai'3 infamous persecution. 
Serious rioting ensued, the students were 
attacked by Cossacks and police and about 
eight hundreds arrests were made.

the watch was created to record 


time; just so was man made to glori- 
fy his Maker in body and spirit, 
which are God's, and when that man 
is out of harmony with God because 
of lack of one thing, he is a failure 
so far as a man is concerned. Christ 
told the young mau his trouble- 
advised him to sell his property and 
give to the poor, offering him in re- 
turn endless joy and possessions. 
The sacrifice 
was too great; thy 


young man went away grieved be- 
cause the process of obtaining eter- 
nal life was beyond his price.

The min- 
ority deny- the accuracy of both the 
predictions and the facts in the ma- 
jority report. They urge that the 
bill is wrong in principle and declare 
that it will utterly 
fail m the ac- 


complishment of its' professed ob- 
jects. They also say that while it is 
not so complicated as the^subsidy 
bill of the fifty-sixth congress, it is 
in some respects even more objec- 
tionable. The minority continue: 


"The bill proposes to tax the whole 


people to the extent of several mil- 
lions for the benefit of one single in- 
dustiy. Besides the statistics of the 
last two years prove that the ship 
•building- industry does not need such 
special assistance, but is rapidly in- 
creasing under natural conditions." 


They criticise the feature of the 


bill which carries the subsidy for 
foreign mails, and say: "Tlie high- 
est rate of subsidy is given to 20- 
knot vessels, while the fast ocean 
mails are really carried in 23 and 24- 
knot vessels. 
The mail compensa- 


tion to the slow American vessels, 
already too high, is made immensely 
higher by this bill. We pay more 
for a weekly service than England 
pays for a semi-weekly service by 
faster ships than ours." 


They further urge that the bill 


makes no provision against a ship- 
ping trust and claim that it encour- 
ages a combination leading to such 
a trust. They also say: "The lines j 
might also merge with foreign lines 
to control freight 
and passenger 


rates. 
Thereby our subsidy would 


be aiding the foreign partners of our 
subsidized vessels."

Connecting the thought of redeem-

DANGERS OF LYDDITE. 


London, March. 15.—The extraor- 


dinary effect of lyddite has 'been, re- 
vealed by the statement that during 
the recent experiments with -the hulk 
of the old battleship Belle Isle, shells 
containing that explosive refracted, 
fragments upon the attacking ves- 
sels, which were 300 yards distant. 
Other fragments dropped close -to a 
gunboat situated 2,000. yards abeam 
of the line of fire. The 'deduction, 
drawn is that when lyddite is used 
there is'danger for a friendly vessel 
at least 2,000 yards away. The Out- 
look compares lyddite -with a boom- 
erang', and points out tliat -to ha of
